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Her employment ordered 
State rules teacher was job bias victim 


The Illinois Fair Employment Prac­ 
tices Commission ruled Wednesday that 
a woman with preschool children was the 
object of discrimination when she was 
turned down for a teaching job in 1972. 
The commission upheld an earlier rul­ 
ing that the woman. Colleen Simon of 
Glenview, was refused a job by East 
Maine Dist. 63 “ because of her mother­ 
hood without objective proof that it 
would create a problem.” 
The examiner had also said the school 
officials presented no evidence to support 


the hiring of an inexperienced male 
teacher in place of Mrs. Simon, who was 
described as “ a good experienced teach­ 
er with a good record.” 
TH E COM MISSION ordered the dis­ 
trict to employ Mrs. Simon as a junior 
high social studies teacher and reim­ 
burse her for back pay to September 
1972. Mrs. Simon estimates the district 
owes her about $25,000. The district must 
also restore all benefits and seniority she 
would have received since 1972. 
Mrs. Simon said Dist. 63 officials have 


not contacted her but that “ I haven't 
changed my mind about teaching.'’ 
“ I'm really thrilled with the decision 
and I feel it was extremely fair. I'm glad 
I went ahead with the suit,” she said. 
School officials said they cannot com­ 
ment on the ruling until they receive the 
official order. 
MRS. SIMON filed the complaint in 
September 1972, saying she was refused 
a full-time position as social studies 
teacher at Gemini Junior High School be­ 
cause Principal Donald Huebner “ firm ly 


believed and stated on various occasions 
that a woman with small children be­ 
longs at home.” 
The complaint also charged that the 
school district interviewed Mrs. Simon 
“ under false pretenses,” knowing that a 
man had already been hired for the posi­ 
tion. 
The commission examiner later sub­ 
mitted recommendations upholding Mrs. 
Simon’s complaints. 
HIST. 63 O FFIC IA LS appealed 
the 
ruling, saying that “ experience is not the 


sole criterion” for employment and that 
Huebner felt Mrs. Simon was “ a good 
teacher but a structured teacher.” 


The commission rejected the school of­ 
ficials’ appeals saying that Huebner tes­ 
tified on two occasions that Mrs. Simon's 
children “ were a factor in not luring 
her.” 


The commission 
said the district's 
“ philosophical and style qualifications . . 
. are too ephemeral to withstand objec­ 
tive scrutiny.” 


Village to use 
cash surplus to 
meet expenses 


Elk Grove Village officials will dip into 
the village's cash surplus to finance mu­ 
nicipal services during the coming year. 
A preliminary 1975-76 budget indicates 
that village expenses will increase about 
12 
per 
cent. 
The 
budget, 
released 
Wednesday, has not been mewed by the 
village board. 
The report calls for a 5 per cent pay 
increase for village workers. The pay in­ 
crease is a recommendation made by 
Village Mgr. Charles Willis. 


Village officials are not now able to 
predict how much of the cash surplus 
will be needed to give the village a bal­ 
anced budget for the coming year. 


G EO R G E CO NEY, finance director, 
said anticipated revenues are expected 
to drop about 7 per cent. So far the vil­ 
lage has released budget figures on only 
the 
general 
corporate 
fund, 
which 
amounts to about 60 per cent of the vil­ 
lage's total expenses. 
Village officials said that by using the 
$400,000 in surplus funds a tax increase 
will be avoided. 
Trustee Theodore Staddler, chairman 
of the budget committee, said, “ no mat­ 
ter how tough times are, in no w*ay are 
we going to cut the staff or high level of 
services afforded now.” 
“ In our first, preliminary, over-all re­ 
view of just the general corporate fund, 
we received department requests for an 
average 12 per cent wage increase,” he 
added. 


STA D D LER W O l’LD not comment on 
what percentage of pay hike, if any, the 
committee 
is 
considering. 
“ It’s 
pre­ 
mature, but I will say we definitely will 
not threaten to lay people off or fire 
them to save money like some villages 
have,” he said. 
“ Our expected revenues will allow us 
to consider raises.” Staddler said. 
Coney said exact figures for the water 
and sewer budget, federal revenue-shar­ 


ing expenditures and Civil Defense budg­ 
et are not available, but should be very 
close to last year's $3.9 million. Those 
funds, plus the $4.3 million general cor­ 
porate fund make up the total budget. 
The committee is reviewing the pro­ 
posed general corporate budget. 
This represents a 12 per cent increase 
over last year’s budget. 


IN ADDITION to the municipal depart­ 
ments, such as streets and building, the 
corporate fund includes police and fire 
departments which account for almost $3 
million or 61 per cent of the total budget. 
The proposed budget shows the highest 
increase in the street division. Expenses 
are expected to go up 21 per cent with 
Willis recommending approval of $35,000 
in expenditures for new snow removal 
equipment and trucks and $50,000 to fi­ 
nance a portion of the addition to the 
public works garage. 


The fire department total is ll per cent 
higher than last year's budget. 
W illis recommended 
$20,000 
be set 
aside for a temporary fire station west of 
111. Rte. 53, but trimmed severely the de­ 
partment’s request for additional equip­ 
ment. manpower and fire station remod­ 
eling. 


The police department total is 8 per 
cent higher with a major portion of the 
increase earmarked for pay raises and 
$35,000 for a central dispatch system. 
The development and building depart­ 
ment fund totals are 4 per cent higher 
than last year's budget.

Break for small savers? 
Ford seeking broad 
financing reforms 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Ford asked Congress 
Wednesday to approve wide-ranging reform of the financial 
industry to give small savers a better return on their dollar 
and provide a more stable flow of funds for home and apart­ 
ment construction. 


The administration’s bill, virtually a carbon copy of one 
that died in Congress last year, would sharpen competition 
between banks, savings and loan associations, mutual sav­ 
ings banks and the credit unions by allowing each to offer 
new services. 


For example, the 2,500 federally chartered savings and loan 
associations and 500 mutual savings banks could set up cus­ 
tomer checking accounts, a service now exclusively held by 
commercial banks. 


C R ED IT UNIONS, u'hich have about 23,000 outlets around 
the nation, more than any other type of financial institution, 
could offer members bigger loans and also deal in mortgages. 


And 14.000 commercial banks could give depositors interest 
on their checking accounts through so-called NOW accounts, 
which are widely used in Canada but in the United States are 
legal only in Massachusetts and New Hampshire. 
W illiam O'Connell, a spokesman for the U.S. League of 
Savings Associations in Chicago, said he favored the “ general 
idea” of checking accounts for consumers, but he did not 
support interest-bearing checking accounts in other than the 
two states where they are offered. 
The interest-bearing checking accounts should be consid­ 
ered carefully by consumers, said Fritz Wolf, president of the 
Bank and Trust Co. of Arlington Heights. 
“ It doesn't make a difference,” he said. “ You'll charge for 
your service if you give money out on it.” 
Five-and-one-half years after becoming law, the act also 
provides that interest-rate ceilings on all types of savings 
accounts be eliminated. 


This would allow savings interest rate to fluctuate accord­ 
ing to supply and demand and might help stem the enormous 
flow of funds from thrift institutions to more lucrative short­ 
term securities. When this has occurred in the past, the hous­ 
ing industry has found itself strapped for funds to finance 
new homes and apartments. 


The current ceilings are 5.75 per cent on short-term savings 
and 7.75 per cent on long term deposits. 


TH E C EILIN G S worked a special hardship on small savers 
since it takes a minimum $10,000 to buy most securities that 
offer yields above the ceiling rate. 
O'Connell said he favored the continuation of ceilings on 
interest rates “ because our loans are all long-term.” 
A more viable means of assuring home buyers that financ­ 
ing will be available is the variable-rate mortgage (V R M ), 
O’Connell said. If an earlier VRM proposal is approved by 
Congress “ it would allow mortgage rates to move up and 
down and open the way for a variable rate savings accounts,” 
he said. 
Possible changes in the tax credit that may accompany the 
proposed reform may be too great a price to pay for added 
powers, he added 


T R EA SU R Y SEC. William E . Simon called the act “ more 
than regulatory reform, it’s fundamentally a consumer mea­ 
sure.” 
• 
Simon said it also provides “ flexibility that many financial 
institutions need ” 
Deputy Treasury Secretary Steven Gardner said he was 
“ very confident” the act would get serious attention on Capi­ 
tol Hill and that passage by fall was a possibility. 
The package of proposals is known as the Financial In­ 
stitutions Act of 1975, and traces its origin to recommenda­ 
tions put forward by a presidential task force known as the 
Hunt Commission.

Report 
12Soviet subs have 
sunk since World War ll 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — About a dozen 
Soviet submarines have sunk since World 
War II, Navy sources said Wednesday. 
The United States is not known to have 
attempted to salvage any intelligence se­ 
crets that went down with them until the 
partially successful CIA operation was 
disclosed Wednesday. 


However, in at least one other case the 
Soviets apparently suspected the U.S. 
might try to raise a lost Russian nuclear 
sub. 


A November-class attack sub, a type 


which has nuclear propulsion but does 
not carry missiles, sank in April, 1970, 
400 miles off Spain in the Atlantic. 
Immediately afterward, sources said, 
the Soviets stationed a hydrographic ship 
in the area. The sources said there would 
be no reason to keep a scientific ship in 
one spot for so long except to discourage 
the U.S. from poking around. 
The sources said the sentry ship was 
recently withdrawn but Soviet merchant 
and naval vessels sailing between the At­ 
lantic and the Mediterranean appear to 
make a point of passing over the site.

Senate O K s foreign oil earnings tax 
The Senate approved $1.6 billion in tax increases on foreign 
earnings of American oil companies Wednesday as part 
of its $29.2 billion anti-recession tax cut bill. With little dissent 
the Senate approved tux) amendments that would change the 
method of computing the federal income tax liability of major 
oil companies with overseas operations.

A federal grand jury late Wednesday charged six oil refi­ 
ners with conspiring to fix wholesale gasoline prices in five 
western states. 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi said the indictment charged the 
conspiracy increased wholesale prices of gasoline in 1970 and 
1971 in California, Oregon, Washington, Nevada and Arizona. 
The indictment named Phillips Petroleum Co., Douglas Oil 
Co., Powerine Oil Co., Fletcher Oil and Refining Co., Golden 
Eagle Refining Co., Inc., and MacMillan Ring-Free Co., Inc. 


G S A proposes Nixon tapes be made public 
The General Services Administration proposed Wednesday 
that groups of President Richard M. Nixon’s tapes be made 
public at listening centers across the nation — but probably 
not before 1977. The GSA also suggested giving top priority to 
sorting and making public those Nixon presidential materials 
that may relate to abuses of power. The proposals were con­ 
tained in a report to Congress. The GSA plans become effec­ 
tive in 90 days unless either house of Congress vetoes them. 


N. Y. doctors: still no guarantees 
The leader of striking New York City doctors and interns 
Wednesday accused management of bad faith bargaining in 
negotiations to end an unprecedented three-day-old walkout at 
22 city hospitals. Dr. Richard Knutson, president of the 3,000- 
member Committee of Interns and Residents, said the latest 
offer still provided no guarantees to deal with the problems of 
doctors being forced to work excessively long hours and do 
jobs normally assigned to nurses, orderlies and attendants. 


Courts rules in benefits case 
The U.S. Supreme Court ruled 8 to 0 Wednesday that laws 
barring Social Security benefits to fathers of motherless chil­ 
dren, but giving them to widowed mothers, unconstitutionally 
discriminates on the basis of sex.

The Los Angeles Times, meanwhile, 
said the CIA won the approval of Presi­ 
dent Ford two months ago to make an­ 
other try at recovering the remainder of 
the submarine equipped with Russian 
coding machines and cyphers, battle 
plans and nuclear-tipped missiles. 
Intelligence sources said the Hughes- 
owned Glomar Explorer, a floating labo­ 
ratory for underwater research, located 
and recovered part of the hull of the So­ 
viet G-class diesel-powered nuclear mis­ 
sile submarine about three miles deep in 
the Pacific between Hawaii and the Far 
Eastern Soviet naval base of Vladivos­ 
tok.

Hint control of Saigon area may fall 
Communists rule 50% of S. Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI) — North Vietnamese 
forces late Wednesday routed govern­ 
ment troops from Quang Tri and took 
control of two most northern provinces in 
more stunning setbacks for the Saigon 
government, military sources said. 


The action leaves roughly 50 per cent 
of the country open to Communist con­ 
trol. 
The loss of Quang Tri and the with­ 
drawal from the city of An Loc, 60 miles 
north of Saigon, left the Communists in 
full control of six strategic provinces in 
South Vietnam. 
Earlier in the day, high U.S. officials 
expressed doubt the government even­ 
tually would be able to retain control of 


the military area around Saigon and the 
Mekong Delta where the Viet Cong has 
strong enclaves. 
Hundreds of thousands of refugees fled 
the Communists, urged to flee by govern­ 
ment radio broadcasts and loudspeaker 
trucks. 
The new developments swelled the tide 
of refugees to more than a half-million. 
Tank-led Communist troops overran 
Quang Tri province capital, chasing elite 
South Vietnamese Marines 25 miles south 
to the deserted city of Hue, 400 miles 
north of Saigon. 


Military and government sources said 
civilians fled Quang Tri city several 
weeks ago, while most of the 310,000 per­ 


sons at Hue fled south Wednesday. 
Since Sunday the Communists have ex­ 
tended control over more of South Viet­ 
nam than at any time in 29 years of war­ 
fare. 
The Communists now control Quang 
Tri, Kontum, Pleiku, Darlac, Phuoc 
Long and Binh Long provinces. 


The former imperial capital of Hue 
was abandoned Wednesday and Tuyen 
Due province around the resort city of 
Dalat is expected to be abandoned soon, 
military sources said.

Oil fields not in danger: Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger Wednesday 
gave a public assurance to Saudi Arabia 
that the United States was not threat­ 
ening unitary force against its oil fields. 
He then returned to Israel for the deci­ 
sion of a crucial cabinet meeting on Is­ 
rael’s next proposals for an agreement 
with Egypt. 


There was some pessimism aboard 
Kissinger’s plane about the military re­ 
verses in Cambodia and South Vietnam 
and some concern they could weaken his 
hand in the Israeli-Egyption negotiations 
by casting doubt on America’s long-term 
commitment to Israel. 
A senior American official said Kissin­ 


ger’s attempts to bring about a new 
agreement between Egypt and Israel 
were moving more slowly than he had 
originally expected. The main hangup 
was still over the price Egypt will pay in 
return for an Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai passes and oil fields. 
The Israeli cabinet met twice and was 
still meeting when Kissinger returned to 
Jerusalem. It was called into session to 
decide what answers Kissinger will take 
to Egyptian President Anwar Sadat on 
his fourth shuttle to the Upper Nile town 
of Aswan Thursday. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin was ex­ 
pected to give Kissinger the cabinet deci­ 
sion by Thursday morning. 
Before tearing the Saudi capital of Ri­ 


yadh, Kissinger said: 
“I would like to state categorically that 
our relations with Saudi Arabia are 
based on friendship and cooperation in 
which threat, military or otherwise, play 
no part. They are based on cooperation, 
not on confrontation.”

The only 
other men to reach five star general in 
the Army were Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Douglas MacArthur and (.corge C. Mar­ 
shall. Bradley retired from active ser­ 
vice in 1953.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The late Chief 
Justice Earl Warren was quoted W’ednes- 
day as having said that former President 
Nixon was “a cheat, a liar and a crook” 
who abused the American people. 
Writing in the current issue of Esquire 
magazine. Alden WTiitman. a writer for 
The New York Times, said that Warren 
also referred to his successor, Warren 
Burger, as “a horse’s ass.” 
Whitman said that W’arren detested 
Nixon with “(injudicious choler.” 
According to the article. Warren told 
WTiitman that “Tricky is perhaps the 
most despicable President this nation 
has ever had. He was a cheat, a liar and 
a crook, and he brought my country, 
which I love, into disrepute. Even worse 
than abusing his office he abused the 
American people.” 
WTiitman said he once asked W’arren if 
he thought the Burger Court, “with its 
array of Nixon-appointed judicial midg­ 
ets, could erase the accomplishments of 
the Warren Court.” 
He said that W’arren replied: “They’ll 
try, that I’m certain, but in the long run 
the American people won’t stand for a 


court that would take them back to the 
days when it was possible to ask, WTiaPs 
the Constitution between friends” ” 
WTiitman said that in his talks with 
W’arren the one-time Chief Justice had 
the faculty of appraising himself with ex­ 
traordinary candor. 
W’arren admitted, WTiitman said, that 
he had acted “wrongfully and in panic in 
uprooting Japanese-Americans in Cali­ 
fornia” after W’orld WTar II as attorney 
general of that state; and that he used to 
give the Constitution “short shrift” as a 
district attorney. 
Whitman said W’arren was content and 
happy in retirement “rarely idle, and 
never, never stuffy.” 
“His was a remarkably creative old 
ager.” Wittman wTote, “for he re­ 
shaped his philosophical outlook from the 
parochial to the urbane at a time when 
most of his contempories were fortifying 
their lifelong prejudices. At eight-two, 
W’arren was still going strong.” 
W’arren was appointed to the Supreme 
Court by President Eisenhower in 1953 at 
the age of 62 and served until 1969. He 
died last summer.

Army weighs SIA million

U. S. Army officials said Wednesday 
that a $1.4 million facility is being con­ 
sidered for the Arlington Heights Kike 
Base to replace the existing wooden bar­ 
racks and other buildings. 
The announcement was made during a 
meeting of the Nike site, Wilke and Cen­ 
tral roads, with Army officials, represen­ 
tatives of the Illinois Attorney General’s 
office and residents who want the base to 
be turned into a park. 
Frederick G. 
Kueln, 
representative 
from the Washington D.C. office of the 
Army reserve chief, said the facility 
would include a mess hall, assembly hall 
and classrooms to accommodate the 
maximum 8.400 Army reservists author­ 
ized to use the base. 
4'It is not definite yet because the 
Army will have to decide on the building 
next year, depending upon available 
funds and priorities. This will not mean 
that the number of men using the base 
will increase,” Kueln said. 


KUELN DID NOT say where on the 
base the facility would be built. It is 
planned for construction in 1978. 
“ We want to do everything the resi­ 
dents and the Illinois Attorney General 
want us to do . . . remove old buildings, 
landscape the base and make it com­ 
patible with the area. But, we can’t 
promise these things for another three or 
four years,” he said. 


The Army will not be able to construct 
the complex unless its environmental im­ 
pact statement is approved by the Illi­ 
nois Attorney General. 
The meeting 
Wednesday was held to determine when 
the impact study will be completed. 


The Army has never issued an environ­ 
mental assessment statement on the 
base. Kueln explained that when the re­ 
serves first came to the base several 
years ago, the “ Chicago area Army staff 
reviewed its intended use of the base and

Teachers seek

Achievement Tests to measure student 
achievement

among teachers to get rid of the test. 
Alma Parrish, president of the district 
council, said Wednesday teachers will 
meet next week to decide if they will ask 
the administration to dump the test. 
If the teachers’ union has enough sup­ 
port from district teachers it will ask the 
administration to come up with another 
way of testing students to find out how 
well they are doing in basic skills. 
THE IOWA TEST is one of more than 35 
standardized tests used by schools to test 
achievement. 
“ We want a better, more modern way 
to test achievement,” said Mrs. Parrish,

Chelmsford Ln., Elk Grove Village. “ The 
whole format (of the tests) throws the 
kids off. 
“ For the younger kids, the process of 
filling in a small grid to indicate the 
right answer is a project in itself,” Mrs. 
Parrish said. “ It’s not a good means to 
measure children. The frustration level 
of the child after the tests is terrible.” 


A C T IN G SUPT. Roger Bardwell said 
he was not aware of the petition but was 
supportive of the teacher's request. 
“ It’s a very destructive system of eval­ 
uation,” Bardwell said. “ Half the kids 
who take the test have to score below the 


50th percentile by the very nature of the 
test. 
“ The tests often destroy the parents’ 
confidence in their child and the child’s 
self-image as well,” he said. 


“ It’s a box we’ve allowed to be built 
around us. The Iowa tests were supposed 
to be diagnostic, not an assessment of a 
child’s ability,” Bardwell said. “ The 
whole use of the test has become cor­ 
rupted.” 
Mrs. Parrish said she didn’t know 
w’hat support the petition was getting so 
far. 
She said if enough support is obtained 
from teachers, the union will ask that

teachers be involved in a study to come 
up with a new way of evaluating student 
performance in the district.

Please tell me what I can do for high blood pressure and 
poor circulation. 
Three years ago I was told I had high blood pressure but 
nothing was done for it. After three examinations over the 
three-year period. I am now finally on treatment. My blood 
pressure ranged from UM) on one reading to 230. 
I ’m on Aldaetazide and on a checkup the doctor said I had 
done better than most. 
I can’t understand why the doctors didn't give me some­ 
thing for high blood pressure in the first place. Now I know 
my circulation is poor. 
I don’t smoke or drink and weigh 125 pounds and ani five 
feet four. I am a worrier. 
Doctors are more inclined to treat high blood pressure now 
than they used to be. 
During the important studies of the past 25 years it has 
been clearly demonstrated that elevation of either the systolic 
(higher) reading or the diastolic (lower) reading increases 
the rate of development of fatty-cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries of the body, including the heart and brain. High 
blood pressure is a major factor in the risk of having heart 
attacks and strokes. 
The blood pressure picture changes rapidly in patients and 
even those on treatment need constant reevaluation and often 
readjustment of their program. 
It is probable that your pressure was low enough and you 
were doing well enough on your previous examinations that 
the doctors didn’t think it w'as necessary to start treatment 
yet. 
Mast of the problems related to high blood pressure are 
caused by the complication of fatty-cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. It follow’s that one of the most important aspects of 
treatment is diet. And, it is often neglected by both the 
patient and the doctor. 


TD F FIRST OR DFR of business is a low-fat. low in satu­ 
rated fat, low-cholesterol diet, with a limitation of calorie 
intake sufficient to eliminate any excess fat under the skin 
and to keep the fat off. Even a few pounds you don’t need can 
make an important difference. 
Diet alone often reduces the pressure to normal levels in 
many people. These people don't need dangerous medicines, 
they need a good living pattern to include a proper diet for 
them and a proper activity program. 
When the pressure can't be controlled by complete elimina­ 
tion of excess body fat and a proper diet, which should also 
be low in salt, then medicines may be necessary. The medi­ 
cine you are taking is designed to eliminate salt and fluid and 
it is often very effective. 
There are three main risk factors related to habits that 
influence the risk of having heart attacks and strokes. They 
are high cholesterol, high blood pressure (which you can of­ 
ten help with a proper diet and exercise program) and ciga­ 
ret smoking. With a low’ blood cholesterol, normal or low 
blood pressure and no smoking you can decrease your risk 
many many times and have a good chance to live well past 70 
without danger of heart or vascular disease.

Legislators seek throwaway beverage container hail 


Two suburban legislators are sponsors 
of bills to ban throwaway beverage con­ 
tainers in Illinois. 
Both designed on laws recently enacted 
in the state of Oregon, similar bills have 
been introduced by Rep. Richard A. Mu- 
galian, D-Palatine, and Sen. Bradley M. 
Glass, R-Northfield. 
Both bills would require 5-cent deposits 
for all beverage containers, but Glass’s 
proposal would provide for a deposit of 
only 2 cents on bottles that could be ac­ 
cepted and refilled by more than one bot­ 
tler. 
Both cited results in Oregon, where it 
is believed that the amount of containers 
found on roadways has been reduced by 
two-thirds since the plan was adopted. 
Mug a ban's plan calls for a five-year 
phasing out of the throwaways, to avoid 
economic dislocation and job losses that 
he said resulted from an immediate ban 
in Oregon. He estimated that elimina­ 
ting the throwaways would conserve more 
than 600 acre-feet of solid waste landfill 
capacity, 
and 
provide 
energy 
con­ 
servation equivalent to 3.3 million bar­ 
rels of oil per year. 


Building notice sought 
State Sen. David J. Regner, R-Mount 
Prospect, has introduced legislation re­ 
quiring the Illinois Building Authority to 
give 90 days notice to legislators and mu­ 
nicipal officials before beginning con­ 
struction projects in their jurisdictions. 
Regner said the bill would prevent low- 
income housing projects without giving 
local officials the opportunity to make

recommendations or raise objections 
concerning them. 
“Nobody will argue the need for this 
kind of house,” Regner said, “but at the 
same time there is no reason why citi­ 
zens at the local level should be victim­ 
ized by agencies at the state level which 
they pay to support with their tax dol­ 
lars.” 


GOF seeking recruits 
Schaumburg 
Township 
Republicans 
are planning a mass canvass to bolster 
the GOP at the grassroots level in the 
township. 
S t a t e 
Rep. 
Donald 
A. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, said the party will 
conduct a door-to-door canvass of the 
township to identify and recruit voters 
who lean toward the Republican Party 
but have never been asked to participate 
in party affairs. 
“Despite what may have been said 


since last November,” Totten said, “it 
has not been our experience in Schaum­ 
burg Township that the Republican Par­ 
ty is dead. In fact, since the middle of 
October of 1974, we have had more vol­ 
unteers indicate their willingness to work 
in the Republican Party then in many 
years past.” 
Totten said the township will be di­ 
vided into nine areas, with an area cap­ 
tain supervising precinct captains and 
volunteers in the canvass. Area captains 
are Virginia Hayter, mayor of Hoffman 
Estates; Vinette Smith, Ed Hennessy, 
Hark Cornett, Phil Kick, Jim Tumilty, 
Tom Dobson, Bill Cowin and Totten. 


More GOV members sought 
Also in the midst of a membership 
drive is the Regular Republican Organi­ 
zation of Elk Grove Township. 
The organization, which boasts the 
largest paid membership of any Republi­ 


can group in Illinois, began its house- 
to-house drive March I, and will contin­ 
ue it through March 31. Memberships 
cost $2 per household. 
According to Township Committeeman 
Carl Hansen, a member of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners, the or­ 
ganization had 43 members when he be­ 
came committeeman in 1964. Last year, 
there were more than 1,800 paid mem­ 
bers in the organization. 


LaFleur on UTA unit 
S t a t e R e p . L e o L a F l e u r , 
R-Bloomingdale, a vigorous opponent of 
the legislation which created the present 
Regional Transportation Authority, has 
been named to a 26-member RTA adviso­ 
ry board. 
LaFleur was appointed by the DuPage 
County Board of Supervisors as one of 
the five members representing the “col­ 
lar counties” bordering Cook County in 
the RTA district. The eight members to 
be appointed by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners and 13 by the City of 
Chicago have not yet been named. 
LaFleur, while maintaining he favors 
the concept of regional public trans­ 
portation in the Chicago area, opposed 
the present law because he feared it fa­ 
vored the City of Chicago. He said his 
appointment to the advisory board would 
allow him to serve as a “watchdog for 
the suburban interests.” 
The board is to meet with the RTA 
board of directors and report recommen­ 
dations for the operation of the authority 
to the General Assembly each March.

I louse weighs assessment-law revision 


The Illinois House of Representatives 
will consider a revision of state assess­ 
ment law next week in an effort to limit 
court-ordered reform of the controversial 
tax-equalizer system 
The House Revenue Committee unani­ 
mously approved a compromise bill 
Tuesday that would reduce the state’s le­ 
gal assessment level to 33.3 per cent of 
market value in three years. State law 
currently requires equalization of assess­ 
ments to reach 50 per cent of fair market 
value. 
A joint hearing of the Senate and 
House revenue committees is scheduled 
at 7 p.m. Monday in the House and Rep. 
Jack Beaupre, D-Kankakee, predicted 
passage “ within five days if there Is gen­ 
eral concurrence.” 


BEAL’PRK AND Rep. Cal Skinner, 
R-Crystal Lake, are co-sponsors of the 
bill. 
“ We must move quickly,” Beaupre 
said. “ We have possible judicial action 
hanging over our heads. Any judicial ac­ 
tion that would change assessment levels 
will create havoc.” 
Skinner disagreed, in an interview 
Wednesday, with Beaupre. “ There s not 
a total sense of emergency. Whatever is 
passed will be in reaction to what the 
court decides.” 
The committee bill was passed less 
than two days after the Illinois Supreme 
Court heard oral arguments about a 
Lake County ruling that would force 
equalization at 42 per cent. 


O FFIC IA LS THROUGHOUT the state 
have predicted that court-ordered equal­ 
ized assessment at 42 to 50 per cent will 
increase taxes in areas where govern­ 
ment bodies such as school districts are 
taxing at the maximum rates. 


A legislative subcommittee reported 
last week that assessment levels vary 
from 20 to 50 per cent of market value 
throughout the state. 


Any Supreme Court decision on the 
Lake County suit would become moot if 
the revenue committee bill becomes law, 
Beaupre said. “ We d tx* dealing with a 
new assessment level. Their ruling would 
involve the old level.” 
But, Skinner said the proposed law 
would change the assessment percentage 
in 1975 and does not include 1974. Cook 
County’s equalizer for 1974 has not been 
announced 
although 
DLGA 
Director 
Frank Kirk has predicted a freeze at the 
1973 level. 


STATE’S ATTY. .Jack Hoogasian of 
Lake County and a representative of the 
Civic Federation are expected to ask the 
revenue committee for an amendment to 
the bill that would include the 1974 equal­ 


izer, Skinner said. 
The revenue committee bill would 
gradually boost assessment levels in 
counties that currently are assessed at 
less than 33.3 per cent. The proposal 
would create tax increases over three 
years in maximum tax-rate areas in­ 
cluding much of Cook County. 
Chief Judge Harry D. Strouse Jr. of 


Lake County Circuit Court issued an in­ 
junction Jan. 17 which ordered the Dept. 
of Government Affairs to equalize as­ 
sessments at 50 per cent of market val­ 
ue. 
Last week, Circuit Court Judge Nathan 
M. Cohen ordered DLGA to follow state 
law and to equalize at 50 per cent in a 
ruling involving Cook County.

‘Divisive’ ERA 


Amendment fades as organized opposition grows 


by SARA FRITZ 


WASHINGTON — The proposed 
Equal Rights Amendment has back­ 
fired on those who saw it as the logi­ 
cal result of a national trend toward 
equality for women. 
Instead, ERA has become a divi­ 
sive rallying point among women 
with implications that surpass the 
question of ratification. 
The cause of womens’ rights no 
doubt has been advanced by ERA in 
the sense that it has solidified the 
various feminist groups into an es­ 
tablished lobbying unit in almost ev­ 
ery state. They are better organized 
than they were before. 
But the amendment has had a sim­ 
ilar effect among the ar.ti-feminists. 
And, more important, it has given 
a new impetus to the traditional idea 
that a woman’s place is in the home. 
The ERA was conceived partly on 
the notion that society was moving 
gradually toward accepting the total 
equality of women. The feminist 
movement saw ERA as a way to so­ 
lidify the trend in law. 
That notion held true during the 
first days of the ratification process 
— a process which requires any con­ 
stitutional amendment to be ap­ 
proved by a total of 38 states. 


The first state, Hawaii, ratified 
ERA on March 22, 1972, only a few 
hours after the U.S. Senate voted to 
put it before the states. More than 20 
states followed suit before that year 
was out. 
Not until early 1973, when 27 states 
already had ratified ERA, did the 
proponents first mention that they 
were encountering signs of a “well- 
organized, well-financed opposition.” 
The opposition was coming primar­ 
ily from a number of right-wing 
groups. Phyllis Schlafly, a Republi­ 
can from Illinois, emerged as the 
leader of a loosely-knit group of 
wives who formed a group known as 
“Stop ERA.” 
As the number of unratified states 
dwindled, the strength of the opposi­ 
tion grew and now, with only four 
states to go, it has reached a peak 
that probably will postpone any pos­ 
sibility of final ERA ratification until 
1977. 
In the four remaining “key” states 
where there is some prospect that 
ERA might be ratified this year, the 
proponents — a coalition of women’s 
groups — now have established their 
own well-financed, professional-type 
lobby with some support from labor. 
The opponents are relying primar­ 
ily on letter writing and public dem­ 


onstrations — a tactic which the fe­ 
minists abandoned because it gave 
them an undesirable image of hard-

core “libbers.” And lately, these tac­ 
tics have enabled the opponents to 
turn a pro-ERA tide in states like 
Oklahoma and Illinois. 
The primary issue opponents have 
raised is that ERA will abolish legis­ 
lation which protects women from 
heavy work, the draft and some fi­ 
nancial burdens. Some women, they 
note, do not want to give up the 
privileges of being the “weaker sex.” 
That argument is a powerful one, 
bringing with it the weight of hun­ 
dreds of years of unquestioned tradi­ 
tion. But during the past few years it 
has not been a particularly “in” 
cause for politicians to espouse. 
Now, on the floors of state legisla­ 
tures across the country, more and 
more lawmakers are standing to 
make 
speeches against equality, 
playing to galleries of cheering anti- 
ERA women. 
In short, the preservation of the 
traditional role of wromen has been 
converted into a political movement 
that now rivals the feminist cause. 
The slow, steady movement toward 
equality for women has been inter­ 
rupted by a newly vocal opposition. 
And ERA, which feminists once be­ 
lieved would end the debate, has 
served to prolong it.

EDITORIAL: Palatine’s good example 
of mandating ethics in government. 


The latest popular craze is toss­ 
ing a pie in the face of a noted ce­ 
lebrity, a hated enemy or your em­ 
ployer. In Chicago you can even 
hire a “hit m an” to do the tossing. 


Such antics, which have drawn 
considerable media coverage, are 
in the noble tradition of the Three 
Stooges and Abbott and Costello. If 
w e’re going to endure another such 
fad, its good to see that ifs at 
least deep in the roots of the Amer­ 
ican comic psyche. 


In the Wednesday, Feb. 26, issue of 
The Herald, Mr. Louis Nizer offers his 
views of the energy crises. 
He suggests the government should 
spend $5 billion to create and discover 
new sources of energy. He has fallen into 
the well-worn trap of believing that prob­ 
lems can be solved by disbursing large 
sums of money. He should be reminded 
that our government has been doing this 
for years without producing anything ex­ 
cept the greatest inflationary spiral in 
history. His viewpoint stems from the 
classic error that inflation is the result of 
high prices, when the exact opposite is 
true. 
He has plenty of company. The Ameri­ 
can people are treated daily with large 
doses of media diatribe: “The selfish 
Arabs are gouging us because they are 
in a position to do so.” There has been 
irresponsible talk of military action to 
take over the oil fields the Arabs are 
“holding for ransom.” But cleverly 
glossed over is the real reason for high 
oil prices — the fact that the oil sheiks 
are reluctant to exchange their natural 
resource of black gold for dollars be­ 
cause they scarcely know what to do 
with the glut of paper they are now hold­ 
ing. They know what the average Ameri­ 
can does not — that a barrel of oil or 
anything else is not worth any more than

WASHINGTON — AU of us natural- 
born Texans, even expatriates like my­ 
self, were thrilled by the news that the 
largest creature that ever flew had been 
found in the Lone Star State. 
To Douglas Lawson, the fossil hunter 
who unearthed the bone fragments of the 
giant winged reptile, I can only say, 
“Thanks, we needed that.” 
This isn’t often mentioned in public, 
but the admission of Alaska to the Union 
took more out of us than we like to ad­ 
mit. 
No longer able to boast about being na­ 
tives of the biggest state, many of us lost 
heart for calling attention to other Texas- 
type superlatives. 
Pointing out that Texas was still No. I 
in railroad mileage, for example, some­ 
how just wasn’t the same. 
Re-inflation of the Texas ego required 
some new transcendent manifestition of 
statal preeminence. And discovery of the 
Texas Pterosaur, a long-necked beast 
which had a wing span twice that of the 
P t e r a n o d o n , t h e biggest previously 
known pterodactyl, was just what the 
doctor ordered.

“Do you think President Ford will veto 
the tax cut if it repeals the oil depletion 
allowance?” Hiram Cranny of Con­ 
necticut asked over the cheese dip. 
“Speaking of petroleum, which is a fos­ 
sil fuel,” I replied, “did you hear about 
that pterosaur fossil they found in 
Texas?” 


“I doubt it,” said Ray Smidgen, who 
hails from Iowa. “Without a tax cut, 
Ford’s anti-recession program could nev­ 
er get off the ground.” 
“Speaking of getting off the ground” I 
said, “the Texas Pterosaur had a wing 
spread of 51 feet. No other state has pro­ 
duced the remains of a flying reptile that 
big, including Alaska.”

going over the administrative Justifica­ 
tions for various board actions. And 
whenever he found a justification he 
didn’t like he kept asking questions until 
the point was either clarified or his point 
that the justification w’as inadequate was 
made. 


ONE OF THE things Rausch ques­ 
tioned closely, for example, was the col­ 
lege’s five-year plan for vocational edu­ 
cation, a thick document required by the 
state. By the time he was finished, he 
had determined that many of the budget 
figures in the document were guesses, 
made only because they are required 
by the state. 
Rausch harumphed that such budget fig­ 
ures are, therefore, meaningless and re­ 
ceived some quiet agreement from col­ 
lege administrators. 
The important thing about Rausch’s 
questioning is that it clearly indicated 
that he had not only read the documents 
that had been given to the board, but had 
read them carefully enough to find holes 
in them. 
It is significant that Rausch took the 
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time and trouble to do that, particularly 
when you realize that ifs often easy for 
elected officials to slide into the habit of 
only reading the recommended actions 
presented to them by their adminis­ 
tration and ignoring the justifications. 
AT 
H.\RPER, even some 
adminis­ 
trators have occasionally been heard (o 
mutter that the board never really asks 
hard questions about the issues facing 
the college. 
Rausch’s actions seem to indicate that

the day when almost anjthing would 
pass unquestioned through the Harper 
board may be quickly fading. 
.And though close questioning of the 
kind Rausch did last week may not re­ 
sult in many major changes in the ulti­ 
mate board actions, it may mean that 
those actions will be more carefully ex­ 
amined. And, on any elected board, that 
is an important development.

WASHINGTON (UPI - U.S. Rep. Bel- 
la Abzug would be defense secretary' and 
anthropologist Margaret Meade agricul­ 
ture secretary if government appoint­ 
ments were made according to a list of 
“44 Women Who Could Save America.” 


The list, compiled by Sissy Farenthold, 
head of the National Women’s Political 
Caucus, recommends 22 women for a va­ 
riety of real and proposed cabinet posts 
and 22 others as alternates. 


It was released today in advance of its 


publication in the April issue of Redbook 
Magazine, 
Ms. Farenthold did not explain why 
she named no woman for President. 
SHE SAID HER list included only 
some of the nation's women who are 
fully qualified to be in top decision-mak­ 
ing positions and have been barred from 
those jobs by a political system domi­ 
nated by men. 
Preparing the list. Ms. Farenthold 
said, had “radicalized’’ her. 
“I began to make comparisons be­ 
tween the women who could fill the posts 
capably and some of the men who were 


actually in them,” she said, ' and that 
did it.” 
Rep. Abzug, D-N.Y., who was listed as 
defense 
secretary, 
has 
been 
deeply 
involved in the antiwar movement. 
Ms. Farenthold drew from Congress 
for a number of her suggested appoint­ 
ments. Rep. Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, was 
proposed for a new Cabinet post, the sec­ 
retary of peace; Rep. Barbara Jordan, 
D-Tex., as attorney general, and Rep. 
Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y., as a justice 
of the Supreme court. Former Rep. Mar­ 
tha Griffiths, D-Mich., would be treasury 
secretary. 


THE FIELD OF journalism contrib­ 
uted such candidates as publisher Kath­ 
arine Graham for commerce secretary, 
New York Times reporter Eileen Shana­ 
han for the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, Washington correspondent Sarah 
McClendon for FBI director. 


Candidate for secretary of women's af­ 
fairs — another new post proposed by 
Ms. Farenthold — was feminist leader 
Gloria Steinem. 


The secretary of state candidate is his­ 
torian and author Barbara Tuchman.
